Eggs Preserved Now Will 

Furnish a Winter Supply 

With eggs as abundant and 
cheap now as th-ey will probably 
be any time during the year they 
may be profitably preserved in 
water-glass solution and kej.t in 
^'xCellent coiiditioti. for eight, to 
ten months i foir use ivhcn eggs 
are e>qTensiv.e. according to Ji H. 
.Martiflv in diarge bf the powlrl' 
work lit the Colege of Agri'cul- 
iture. Eggs laid during April. 
May and June have been found to 
keep better than those laid later 
in the season. 

The secret of success in pre- 
serving eggs for winter use lies 
in getting them into the solution 
while ihey are fresh, clean and 
if possible infertile. Small stains 
ma\ be removed with a cloth that 
has been dampened with vinegar 
but in no case should a badly 
soiled egg be used for preserving 
for if placed in the solution il 
will spoil and if washed, a pro- 
tective coating which prevents 

(spoiling will be removed. 
In using the water-glass sys- 
^tem of preserving eggs one quart 
of water-glass or sodium silicate 
as it is called, should be used to 
nine quarts of water that has 
been boiled and cooled. This 
mixture placed in a five-gallon 
crock or jar will be su'fficient to 
preserve 15 dozen eggs. Onlv 
earthenware jars should be used 
and these should be thoroughly 
cleaned and scalded and then al- 
lowed to dry. At least two inch- 
es of the solution should cover 
the eggs after they have been 
placed in the container. Addi- 
tional eggs may be added from 
time to time. n 

The crock containing the pre- 
served eggs should be placed in 
a cool dry place. Waxed paper 
I covered over and tied around the 
'top of the crock will prevent 
evaporation of the solution,

( ieiier.'i!ly speaking, sav. the 
statement, the trend of prices 
downward continued, the most 
drastic cuts I ' lng- in iirodiicis of 
the soil, particularly cereals. Fin- 
ished and semi-finished goods jn 
many instances are lower, but th- 
statement .•i--trls ihat the full! 
benefit of the ^a\ings in price arc' 
Hoi reaching the consumer due to 
"the failure of certain retailer? 
to correspondingly l«wer their 
prices." 

Iron and steel products, which 
have held up firmly in past 
months, dropped during Ap:il, 
v>hile lumber and brick prices 
also slid downward. 

The most tli>couraging 
opnient, according to the state- 
ment, was tlie damaging effects 
)f the frosts and freezes in late 
.March and early April to the 
truit. "The riiosl brilliant i)ros- 
pects of massive yields in more 
than two decades was changed 
into a certainty of almost coi 
plete failure,' says the report.

Discussing the farming out- 
look, the report say.s that ques- 
uonnaires addressed to farmer.^ 
indicate a large increase of corr 
acreage in Kentucky. Mississippi 
Tennessee and -Arkansas. Farm 
labor is reported cheaper than a 
year ago.

(by Afloociaterf 'press) 
New York, April 29 — Twd 
bronze bellringers, which for 26 
years sounded out the hours for 
crowds in Herald Square, have 
been hushed by the progress they 
recorded. Their home, the fam- 
ous old New York Herald build- 
in.LT. one of the architectural beau- 
ties of Manhattan, is being de- 
molished to make room for a sky 
scraper.

The Herald Building, designed 
in Italian Renaissance style, after 
the nnmicipal struct nre at Ver- 
ona. Italy, was built on leased 
land in 1893, the lease providing 
that at its exjiiration the struc- 
ture should revert to the land- 
()\> ners. but the lessee wouk" 
kec]) the ])r()nze ornament^. 
These were designed by Jean 
Carlas, a French sculptor, and 
and were said to have cost Jarae: 
fiordon llennetl. then owner o' 
IleraUl. $200,000. The bellrin-- 
crs were similar to thn<c mi • 
Imildinir opposite St. Alarks in 
\ < nice. 

They may I)e placed on the pro- 
posed James Gordon r>eniH'tt 
Memorial Home for Ne\vsi)apcr- 
men. On the day they were re- 
moved from the familiar sur- 
rcumdings, a movement was start 
-•d to change the name of Heiald
